wedlock. They are not mulattoes, hut
they are negroes of full blood. The
moral degeneraey of the race is alarm-
ing. The State convicts and County
conviets now aggregate over four
thousand, and all of them have coie
to maturity since the close of the civil
war. The morals of these negroes gets
worse and worse and their sutrages
upon white women more frequent and
more brutal, Our people are shocked
and whisper to one another, who will
be the next victim. When the savage
Indians burned the homes and toma-
hawked the women and children our
forefathers pursuned them by day and
by night and had their revenge. Weo
have a fieople among us many of whom
are worse than savages, and every man
among us who is loyal to his wife or
mother or eister or daughter is an
avenger of bloed and shouldnever stop
until the brute is caught and slain.
For snch there are no cities of refuge
and no horns of thealtar for him to lay
hold of. This is one crime that makes
a2 man an outlaw and the people have
no more fear of provoking the venge-
ance of God than did Governor Candler
when he was leading his brave men
against the enemy and erying at the
top of his voice, “Shoot ’em, boys!
Shoot ’em! Kill the last rascal; come
on, boys; Come on and follow me!”
He never thought of giving them a trial
by jury nor of being guilty of murder.
Let governors proclaim in their per-
functory fashion—let preachers and
judges speak ex-cathedra from the
pulpit and the bench, our people will
lyneh a brate ns soon as they can eatch
him, and it is no sign of lawlessness,
either,. Xou cannot find in any State a
better citizenship thanin Early County,
and my leftars from frionds whe live
there defend them most heartily from

all theiv slanderers. 1f you wish  to
hear the trath, just sound the common
people—the country people, the work-
ing people, who live in the peril of |
these outrages—the people who ave too |
poor to move to towns or eities—the |
people who ave of all people the most [
obedient to lnw—the people who serve |
on our juries and work the romds, and
nurse their sick ncighbors and bury
their dead, and who gather at the
bumble churceh on the Sabbath day and
worship God. “These are the lynchers
for this particular cvime and always |
will e, If o thoughtless, veekless ole-
ment joins them it cannot he helped.
The people of our county of Bartow, 1
suppose, ave a fair sample of the peo-
ple of Georgin. There has heen bng
one hanging in twenty-two vears, We
five no white eitizens in the chaingang,
nobody ever shoots or fights in onr
strects. Sometimes at longe intervals
there is o small fight between lnwyers
in the courthouse, while c¢ourt is in
session, and the jndge on hand to stop
it, but nothing more.  But nine out of
ten of our grand and petit jnries would
lyneh o neg=o tor this erimo as so0n as
they could cateh him. Ex-Governor
Jones, of Arkansas, has got sense—
common sense—amd he says: Al this
stuffabout the law’s delay provoking
Iynchings s the merest nonsense,
When this erime is committed no man
stops to think or, to eare whether the
bruie will be tried next weelk or nest
year. They want vengeance right now
und they are going to have it, and that
is human nature in all civilized coun-
tries and is to be commended rather
than condemmned.”

And so let Governor Candler recon-
sider and take back, if he said it. He
can with propriety teach us patriotism
and the purity of politics, hut his
“obier dictu,” s the lawyers eall it, on
our guilt or inmovcence before God is
*nltra vires"—it is beyond his jurisdic-
tion and hence goes for nothing.

But we are all egetling along pretty
well. Two weeks ago it looked like
starvation was staring us in the face.
The garden had dried up, the corn was
perishing away; everything save cot-
ton had withered, but the rains came
in with the dog days, which this year
began on the 20th, and the change js
wonderful. It looks like like a mirncle
of grace. Verily, God moves in au
mysterious way and, as the poet says,

count on any more beans or squashes
or cuenmbers and the tomntoes were
nearly dead, but everything is on a
boom. Our roses are more beautifnl
than ever before and every morning I
fill the vases with a fresh supply, and
my wife smiles her sweet rewards.
Verily, we caunot foresee what a kind
Providence has in store for us. Now,
if the Philippine war will be honomblf'
cloged and our northern brethren will
apologize and be reconciled to us, and
our negroes will Lehave und vots the
